JASPER PARK LODGE 


Jasper Parle Lodge, the hostelry 
which the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways has creoted in an Alpine setting 
in the heart of Jasper National Park, 
will be open foe the reception of 
guests this season June 1st to Septem¬ 
ber 30th. Many reservations have 
been made at this early date, among 
which are the Alberta and British 
Columbia Press Associations, which 
will hold their 1923 joint convention 
at the Lodge June 7th, 8th and 9th. 

Last year the Canadian National 
Railways inaugurated a series of 
lodges, three miles from Jasper Sta¬ 
tion, which proved so popular to 
visitors to Jasper National Park that 
increased accommodation, for 1923 
became imperative. The enlarged 
capacity provides for 260 guests and 
includes a main lodge, containing a 
large lounge, dining-room and ball 
room, billiard room, barber shop, 
shower baths, ten bedrooms, all con¬ 
nected with private bath, and all 
modern conveniences. A wide veran¬ 
dah encirclee the lounge and dining¬ 
room, commanding a panoramic view 
of'Lac Beauvert and its magnificent 
Alpine surroundings; eighteen four- 
room lodges, containing two rooms 
with two single beds each, two rooms 
with double bed each, sitting room and 
bath room; three two-suite lodges, 
each suite comprising bed-sitting 


It has been decided by the Alberta 
cabinet that the plebiscite on the 
liquor questions prepared by the legis¬ 
lature just before prorogation, will be 
held on Monday, November 6. This 
was considered by the cabinet the best 
time for the holding of the plebiscite, 
tinoe season’s operations on the farms 
will be practically over, and the vote 
will be close enough to the next ses¬ 
sion of the legislature to give fairly 
quick effect to any changes in legis¬ 
lation neccessitated by the result of 
the vote. The following is the form 
of ballot and questions to be voted 
upon,- as finally passed by the legisla¬ 
ture, some changes being made in the 
questions as first submitted by the spe¬ 
cial committee. The transferable vote 
will be usod in voting on the four 

questions. 

(a) PROHIBITION — Meaning 
thereby a continuation, jmd develop¬ 
ment of the present legislation; that 
is, the abolition of the sale of all 
liquors other than for medicinal, 
sacramental, manufacturing and sfeifn* 
tific purposes. 

(b) LICENSED SALE OF BEER— I 
Meaning thereby the sale of beer in 
licensed hotels and other premise® as 
provided in the proposed Temperance 
Act. 

(c) GOVERNMENT SALE OF 
BEER—Meaning thereby the sale of 
beer by or through Government Ven¬ 
dors ^ for consumption in private resi¬ 
dences under government control and 
regulation. 

(d) GOVERNMENT SALE OF 
ALL LIQUORS—Meaning thereby the 
sale of all liquors by or through gov¬ 
ernment vendors—beer to be consumed 
on licensed premises and in private 
residences; wines and spirits to be 
purchased in limited quantities under 
permit issued by the government, un¬ 
der government control and regula¬ 
tion.

STEERS TO BRITAIN 


The newspapers and farm journals j 
complained that it included subscrip¬ 
tion canvassers in its scope, though it I 
was pointed out that the amendments 
did not appy to such persons. 

Neal Bros., wholesale grocers, espc-; 
cially condemned the measure, stating 1 
that if it went through it would put! 
the firm out of business. 

During the hearing extracts were 
read from the manual issued by this 
firm to its representatives. This 
manual told the travellers never to | 
ask permission to open sample cases, 
but to open them with a burst of con¬ 
versation. 

It explained that ccrtaiin lines in the 
grocery trade were known as ‘leaders,’ 
such as pepper and sugar, and that 
no prolt was made on them by the 
firm. 

Salesmen were instructed to exhibit 
them, to convince the customer of the 
bargains to be had, but not to let him 
buy heavily. They should lead him, 
instead, to the other lines, where good 
profits were made. 

The following is from the manual: 

“Knowing therefore that your price 
on pepper (one of the leaders) means 
customer

Professor Raimond Nimfuhr, a dis¬ 
tinguished Austrian, claims to have in¬ 
vented an aparatus which automati¬ 
cally adapts an aeroplane to any air 
currents it may meet, writes, Arthur 
Wall in C. N. Magazine. 

The learned professor made a care¬ 
ful study of the manner in which ivy" 
sects use.their antennte to preserve 
their balance, and his apparatus imi¬ 
tates the balancing action of an in¬ 
sect's antennae. 

It is described as a sensory organ 
or brain, and contains delicately-bal¬ 
anced feelers or surfaces which are 
moved by the air currents, and in turn 
operate tiny motors which move the 
controllling planes of the aeroplane, 
so as to maintain it in steady flight, 
however unsteady and rough the wind 
may, be. An aeroplane provided with 
such a brain willl automatically bal¬

Montana stock growers have been 
having their troubles, just as we have 
on the northern side of the 49th, ac¬ 
cording to the reports which have been 
brougst back from the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Montana Stock Growers’ 
Association by J. M. Dillon and F. V. 
Bennis, of High River, who represent¬ 
ed the Western Stoch Growers’ at the 
conference at Miles City. Stockmen 
there have been hit by the declining 
markets and they have also had 
their dry seasons and tough winters 
though they have had the advantage 
of better prices than the Canadian 
stockmen. 

Tariff matters were discussed by 
the Alberta representatives with the 
stockmen across the line, says the 
Market Eaxminer, and the insignifi¬ 
cance of Canada’s possible contribu¬ 
tion to the number of chflle sold in 
the United States was pointed out. 
On the American aide they are mar¬ 
keting over 20,000,000 cattle a year 
and Canada’s average shipments to the 
United Statoes during the past 20 
years has been 120,000 head, and not 
more than 200.000.

HIGH TARIFF BAD 


“If you have got an outbreak of 
typhoid it does not improve conditions 
to say that all is well; you have got 
to face the truth. Many of the men 
who have quit farming in Western 
Canada jwere old and tried farmers 
who simply could not make good under 
present conditions,” said R. J. Deach- 
man, of Calgary, who appeared before 
the special agricultural committee of 
the commons recently. Mr. Deachman 
rr ad notices which had been received 
Ly banks in Calgary from local man¬ 
agers in Alberta stating that In sonic 
areas cows were selling for $20, horses 
were of no value and cattle were being 
fed seed grain. Farmers were stated 
to be in a hopeless condition. 

“Though I have stressed to some 
extent the pessimistic side, there is 
not outstanding note of pessimism in 
Western Canada,” said the witness. 
“For hundreds of miles the national 
roads run through a magnificent area. 
There are coal and other resources be¬ 
yond value. Temporary adverse con¬ 
ditions discourage the people. You 
may break their backs but you can’t 
break their hearts. Alberta could sup¬ 
ply Ontario with coal for hundreds of 
years, and if you don’t begin using 
that coal you might eventually freeze. 

The west -as handicapped in many 
ways. Population was widely distri¬ 
buted both in cities and country areas; 
an opening through the western ports 
must be encouraged and freight rates 
must come down. 

Dealing specifically with motor cars 
witness claimed that advantage was 
taken of the tariff in fixing Canadian 
prices. The excess prices paid by the 
Canadian people in four years’ pur¬ 
chases of a certain caij had been $13,-
